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CURRENT SITUATION: 
 

Initial attack activity was light nationally with 92 new fires reported.  One new large fire was 
reported in the Alaska Area.  Two large fires were contained, one each in the Alaska and 
Southern California Areas.  Very high to extreme fire indices were reported in Alaska, Arizona, 
California, Colorado, Kansas, New Mexico, Nevada and Utah.   

 
 

SOUTHWEST AREA INCIDENTS / LARGE FIRES: 
 

AZTEC, Coronado National Forest.  A Type 2 Incident Management Team (Raley) is assigned.  
This fire is four miles south of Patagonia, AZ in grass and brush.  Structure protection is in place 
for the Red Mountain Lookout, communications facilities and residences. Lack of prominent 
control opportunities are hindering containment efforts.  Spotty runs were reported. 
 
NORTH GILA COMPLEX, Gila National Forest.  A Fire Use Management Team (Hall) is assigned.  
This lightning-caused Wildland Fire Use (WFU) complex, comprised of the Fork and Johnson 
fires, is 13 miles southeast of Reserve, NM in timber and grass.  The complex is being managed 
to accomplish multiple resource objectives.  Burn out operations continue to aid in achieving 
objectives.  Low to moderate fire behavior was reported.

BILLY HAWK CREEK 1, Alaska Fire Service, Galena Zone.  This fire started on Fish and Wildlife 
Service land 34 miles northwest of Huslia, AK in black spruce and tundra.  Poor visibility is 
hindering containment efforts.

EXTREME FIRE BEHAVIOR 

Extreme fire behavior has always been present in cases of shelter deployment. It is critical for 
firefighters to maintain situational awareness of live and dead fuel moisture conditions as well as 
predicted and current weather conditions. As fire behavior changes, it is critical to act decisively to 
the changing situation. 

 Discuss the following indicators of extreme fire behavior: 

• Relative humidity less than 15%  
• 1-hour fuel moisture less than 5%  
• Trees crowning inside the fireline  
• Smoldering fires that exist in the early part of the day are beginning to burn very 

actively as the day progresses.  
• Approaching thunderheads with dark clouds beneath  
• Presence of dust devils indicating an unstable atmosphere  
• Increased spotting  
• Sudden calm  
• High clouds moving fast in direction different from surface wind  
• Predicted Haines Index of 5 and 6 in those areas where this level is a good indicator of
